The following tiblo will lhow the deputurei of 
both [empCrtture And rtinfill during the month of May linCe the Slate 
Service ha* been in operation. 

During the first and second decade the weather was cool, the minimum 
temperatures nearly all occurred during the first ten Jays; and at moat 
station* in the mountain* and in the northern c»und«, the mercury fell to and 

below the rreeiing point. More pries* henry froit occurred, but no great 
damage was reported. The wannest day* were ihe Jad and 23d. 

The rainfall walGxcestiv* at all stations and wan pretty evenly distributed, 
except in the extreme northwestern and southeastern Count lc*. In the 
former, exceedingly heavy rain* occurred on the 16th , in the latter, the total 
rainfall "'i* lighter th*n in any other part of the State. Following are the
